HSINKING, (Changchun), Man- 
chukuo, March 1.—(Thursday)—A 
new empire was -ceremonially created 


_today in the ancient domain of the 
Manchus with 


the enthronement of 
young Henry. Pu-yi, the last of his 
dynastic. clan. 

Clad in gorgeous ceremonial robes 
of silks in ancient pattern he left the 
imperial. palace at 8 a. m., beginning 
ceremonies which made him Emperor 
Kang Teh of the Japanese-advised 
Manchufian empire, which henceforth 
will be’ known as “Ta Manchou Ti 
Kuo.” 

The emperor's wife, Yueh Hua, did 
not participate in the ceremonies ow- 
ing to delicate health, but the instal- 


lation of her 28-year-old imperial con- 
sort as ruler of the world’s newest 
empire automatically raised her to 
thé dignity of queenhood. ; 

Shortly after 10° o'clock. the cere- 
monies fad been completed and fhe 
boomfhg of 101 guns ‘proclaimed ‘to 
the assembled multitudes in the ecapi- 
tal the establishment of a new regime. 

As an infant of less than three 
years, Pu-yi .was called from his toys 
to sit upon the gorgeous dragon throne 
of the celestial empire at Peiping, 
only to be evicted from it three. years 
later when China became a republic.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
The New York Stock Exchange today 
questioned the constitutionality of the 
Fletcher-Rayburn bill to place securi- 
ties markets securely under govern- 
mental control and -also conceded a 
substitute measure proposed by its 
president, Richard Whitney, had no 
basis in the nation’s fundamental law. 

“We agree with the general pur- 
poses of the bill,” said Whitney be- 
fore the senate banking committee. 

“And yet you present a lawyer to 
argue its constitutionality,’ inter- 
posed Ferdinand Pecora, committee 
counsel, who directed the recent in- 
vestigation of Wall Street practices. 

“You charge the exchange with bad 
faith,” Whitney said. 

“No, with inconsistency,” Pecora re- 


plied. 

With this colloquy Pecora and 
Whitney. renewed an old verbal tilt 
that began when the exchange official 
appeared months ago before the inves- 
tigating committee. It was the open- 
ing skirmish in a combat that was ex- 
pected to extend through tomorrow, 
with Pecora comparing Whitney’s de- 
fense of exchange practices with the 
record of his investigation. 

Long Delayed Testimony. 

The big committee room was crowd- 
ed for Whitney's testimony, which 
had been postponed from day: to days 
since Monday. The spectators evidéhced 
cise polo tinest when, after reading a 
brief stitmufaty of his already well- 
publicized objections to the bill, Whit- 
ney presented another witness, Thom- 
as B. Gay, attorney, of Richmond, 
Va., to contend that the Fletcher-Ray- 
burn bill was unconstitutional. 

But an hour later Whitney was 
back on the stand again, with Pecora 
and committee members fifing ques- 
tions at him. to which he replied for 
the most part with an unruffled calm 
and occasionally with the assistance 
of Roland Redmond, counsel for the 
exchange, who sat just behind him. 

The requirement of the Fletcher- 
Rayburn bill that customers post 60 
per cent cash margin, with the option 
of receiving credit to the extent of 
80 per cent of fhe lowest price the 
security purchased had reached in 
three years, Whitney said, would re- 
sult in closing the exchange. 

“The margin requirement in the 
bill is no margin requirement at all,” 
Whitney said. “A 150 per cent mar- 
gin requirement (as he interpreted 
the bill) totally prohibits marginal 
trading and will’¢liminate all specu- 
lation from the stock market. There 
follows the result that the stock mar- 
kets will cease to exist. The elimina- 
tion of speculation is no guarantee 
that there will be no booms and 


Bucket Shop Violators. 

Whitney contended the bill would 
bring about a renewal of bucket shop 
activities, which he likened to the 
bootlegger. The last ‘fortnight, he said, 
had already seen the development of 
bucket shops “around the country, 
and that a half dozen had been raided 
in New York city.” 

In his statement denouncing the 
Fletcher-Rayburn measure, Whitney 
told the committee it would give the 
federal trade commission power not 
only to regulate but to control cor- 
porations, the exchanges and the na- 
tional credit system. 

Whitney's colleague, Gay, emphati- 
cally disputed the constitutionality 
of the measure, quoted a series of 
court decisions to support his view 
and asserted that “to say the use of 
the instrumentalities. ef communica- 
tion constitutes interstate commerce 
(on which the bill rests the right of 
congress to regulate the exchanges) is 
begging the question.” 

Meanwhile Whitney’s substitute 
proposal, one that regulation be vested 
in a semi-governmental authority on 
which the exchanges would have rep- 
resentation and which would have dis- 
cretionary power, was urged upon the 
house commerce committee by E. Burd 
Grubb. president of the New York 
Curb Exchange. 

Curb in Sympathy. 

“A study of the admitted problems 
by a highly intelligent body, expert

Governor Eugene Talmadge reaches 
another cross-roads today in his fight 
for lower utility rates in Georgia. 

The governor has made it clear time 
and again that utilities who oppose 
rate cuts in the courts will be deait 
with through the comptroller-general’s 
office when it come times to make 
their tax returns and although he 
hasn’t said so, he has indicated by in- 
ference that those utilities which have 
accepted the rate cuts will not be 
dealt with harshly regarding taxation. 
Low taxes and low utility rates is the 
chief executive’s slogan. — 

Today, March 1, is the final day for 
the filing of tax rates by utilities. 

Although no formal anpouncement 
has come from Comptroller-General 
William B. Harrison, it is known that 
a number of the companies operating 
in the state have filed their returns. 
The rest are expected to file today. 

Under the law the comptroller-gen- 


eral has 20 days in which to accept or 
reject the valuations filed ne the util- 
ities. If he rejects them they go to 
arbitration. If the arbitrators fail to 
reach an agreement the governor can 
step in and name his own abitrators. 
Interest in Southern Bell. 

Chief interest centers about the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company and 
the independent telephone companies 
who have cases in the federal courts 
growing out of reductions ordered by 
the public service commission. The 
Southern Bell’s application for an or- 
der enjoining the rate cut which went 
into effect in January was denied by 
the federal court, but notice of an ap- 
peal was filed and the court ordered 
that the entire case be heard by a mas- 
ter in chancery.

New Ruling Applies to To- 
bacco Shipped Charleston, 
Savannah, Jacksonville.

WASHINGTON, . Feb. 28.—(P)— 
The interstate commerce commission 
today authorized railroads serving gulf 
seaports to fix rates on unmanufac- 
tured tobacco in hogsheads without 
regard for differentials formerly ap- 
plied on tobacco shipped to South At- 
lantic ‘seaports. 

The move, which will allow an in- 
crease in rates for export tobacco 
through Charleston, Savannah and 
Jacksonville, was made in an effort 
to permit the railroads to compete 
with unregulated truck and barge lines 
operating into New Orleans, Mobile 
and Pensacola. ; 

Today’s action reverses a decision 
made in 1924 which required that. a 
distance differential be applied to 


rates through the South Atlantic ports. 
Under the old decision the rate’ to 


South Atlantic ports was higher than 
the rate to gulf ports, according to 
the distance from the point of origin. 
_ The tobacco in question originates 
in western Kentucky and -northwest- 
ern Tennessee and along the Ohio 
river. 

The matter was brought to a head 
when the railroads serving gulf ports 
put into effect temporary reduced 
rates in order to obtain a portion of 
a 15.000,000-pound tobacco purchase 
by the Spanish government, These 
rates expired December 1, 1933, and 
rates on a somewhat higher level went 
into effect December 30 and will ex- 
pire in June, 1934.

HSINKING (Changchun), Manchu- 
kuo, Feb. 28.--Henry Pu-yi, on the 
eve of bis enthronement as emperor 
of Manchukuo, made a new bid for 
foreign recognition in a statement giv- 
en the Associated Press today. 

He reviewed’ the progress made in 
the Japanese-assisted state during the 
two years he his ruled as chief exec- 
utive. - 

“Let the world judge this,” he in- 
vited in the statement, “whether we 
deserve the rigjht to a separate exist- 
ence, or whether we ought to have 
foreign encouragement or recognition. 

“By suppressing banditry, corrupt 

rule of\‘squeeze’ and exploitation of 
the masses by predatory war lords, 
we feel we have made a distinct con- 
tribution to the peace of Asia and to 
the welfare of the people.” 
‘ In substantiation of this conten- 
tion, the 28-year-old emperor-designate 
drew a contrast between conditions in 
Manchukuo and; in China proper.

tion of Japan with a salary and a 
civil list of approximately $1,750,-

The young emperor himself chose 
the rituals, combining centuries-old 
traditions of the Chou dynasty of 
China with modern practices in which 
American automobiles, American 
movie operators, Japanese airplanes 
and broadcasts figured conspicuously. 

The ceremony was in two portions. 
As Pu-yi left the palace for the 
newly constructed Altar of Heaven, 
witere the secular rites were held, 
even the weather seemed to moderate 
in favor of the auspicious occasion. 
A bright sun had dissipated the last 
vestiges of snow in the city. 

Unbroken lines of soldiery, watch- 
ful lest an attempt be made upon Pu- 
yi’s life, gave the capital an aspect 
of a besieged city. Besides the sol- 
diers, hardly a mortal was. visible 
in the main streets. AlP houses were 
closely guarded. American newspaper 
correspondents, attired perforce in 


| full dress with silk hats and the wom- 


en in decollete evening gowns, assem- 
bling for the ceremonies, resembled 
late home-comers from night clubs. 

The religious ceremonies at the 
Altar of Heaven, consisting of three 
concentric circular terraces held in 
place by facings of brick, were short. 
These ceremonies conferred upon the 
ySuthful Manchu nobleman the title 
of “God's regent on earth.” 

Simplicity, picturesqueness, dig- 
nity and brevity featured the pro- 
ceedings, contrasting sharply with 
preyious enthronement rites in the 
old Chinese empire, which were long, 
elaborate and marked with barbaric 
splendor. : 

Offers Sacrifices. 

The raven-haired and bespectacled 
Pu-yi, in ceremonial robes, emerged 
from an American-manufactured 
limousine of expensive make and as- 
cended the altar, located far outside 
the city, There he offered to God 
successive sacrifices of jewels, silks, 
grain, meat, wine and sacred fix. 

That no mundane noises or human 


‘activity might mar the celestial quiet 


and solemnity of the ceremonies while 


_the young ruler was offering prayer 


and sacrifice to Heaven, all traffie,

H. H. Trotti Deplores In- 
jection of School Sys- 
tem Into Con- 
troversy. 


Charges that the Decatur school 

fund for 1934 has been reduced by the 
present city commission of Decatur 
are denied in'a statement Wednesday 
by Hugh H. Trotti, chairman of the 
finance committee of the Decatur. 
board of edneation, in which he de- 
plores the injection of the schools into 
the controversy now being carried on 
over the policies of the city com- 
mission. 
' The charges were made in a circular 
distributed at a meeting held Tuesday 
night in connection with the recall 
campaign being carried on against 
City Commissioners George W. Woods 
and R. Henderson. The circular 
sets out that the school fund for this 
year has been cut $5,494.20. 

Mr. Trotti’s statement follows: 

“IT had hoped that the Decatur 
school system would not be injected 
into the unfortunate controversy now 
being waged over the policies of the 
city commission of Decatur. 

“Since.. however, the affairs of the 
schools have been brought into the 
situation by statements a on 
circulars signed ‘Decatur Recall Com- 
mittee,’ and distributed at a recall 
meeting Tuesday night, I deem it my 
duty to call attention to the fact that 
the charge that the school fund for 
1934 has been cut by the commission 
is without foundation. 

“The facts are that instead, as 
charged in the circular referred to. of 
the school fund this year having been 
reduced by $5.494.20 over last year— 
the appropriation, at the request of 
the school board, has been increased 
by approximately $1,000. This request 
was made by the board when it ap- 
peared before the commissioners in 
January and was promptly granted. 

“T am making this statement merely 
that the facts of the situation may be 
publicly known, and not with any de-. 
sire to further inject the Decatur 
school system into an _ ufifortunate 
situation.” 

Henderson and Woods Wednesday 
issued a statement replying to attacks 
on them in the recall campaign. They 
touched upon several of the issues and 
expressed their faith that the recall 
movement would fail. 

“We feel that the instrument of re- 
call is being unjustly invoked against 
us,’ said Henderson and Woods, in 
declaring that they do not intend to 
“begin making inaccurate and vicious 
statements like those indulged in by 
our opponents.” 

The commissioners said that a com- 
petent engineer, functioning both as 
engineer and laboratory -director, has 
replaced the former city engineer and 
his assistant with a marked saving to 
the city. The water supply of the 
city has been adequately protected at 
all times, they said. 

Henderson and Woods said that the 
city’s contribution to CWA _ sewer 
work was made exactly on time, and 
that the new city clerk, Albert F. 
Newman, has been a resident of De- 
catur for 10 years, Mrs. Mortie H. 
Stanley, former city clerk, being re- 
tained in the office. They said that 
a report from W. F. Tabor. auditor, 
shows that there was a deficit of $56,- 
218.27 in the sinking fund of Decem- 
ber 31, 1932, before the new admiu- 
istration took charge.

This tablet was specially selected 
for worship by the emperor because it 
was feared it would otherwise be 
thought .the emperor-designate was 
paying homage to his ancestors con- 
nected with the Ching dynasty of 
China, which the Manchukuo officials 
now consider defunct. 


* Around Pu-yi were quaint minia- 


ture shrines to the sun, moon, stars. 
planets, clouds, wind, thunder and 
lightning. 

The theatrical effect of the ancient 
oriental drama, revived for purposes 
of modern imperialism, was heighten- 
el by huge yellow curtains inclosing 
the altar, on which the thrice-made 
ruler offered to the divinity libations 
of wine, precious jewels and silks and 
a flayed bullock. 

he climax came when the em- 
peror, clad in his gorgeous robe of 
vivid blue and red, raised his eyes to 
the sky and held aloft for Heaven’s 
consecration a great jade seal which 
the chief ritualist handed to him. 

Then the emperor thrice prostrated 
himself upon the altar while an an- 
cient Chinese ritual was intoned. As 
emperor, Kang Teh then silently held

Charging that Commissioners R. C. 
Henderson and George W. Woods 
have “thrown up a smoke screen to 
hide the real issues,” Frank G. Thom- 
as, chairman of the Decatur recall 
committee, Wednesday, in a statement, 
said that “a récall election simply 
says to these men: ‘A majority of 
your fellow .citizens do not agree with 
your policies. We will pick other com- 
missioners who represent the majority 
of the citizens.’ ”’ 

Thomas said that polling places will 
be open from 6 o’clock Friday morning 
until 6 o’clock Friday night for voting 
in the recall election. In order to re- 
call the commissioners, a majority of 
those voting must vote for the recall, 


‘and this. majority must be one-third 


of the 2,903 registered voters. 

Polling places will be located at the 
city hall; in Oakhurst, at East Lake 
drive, and at Oakview road, on East 
Lake drive. 

Thomas said in his statement that 
“in order to protect the ‘spoils sys- 
tem’ they have set up, they drew a 
mantle of political whiteness around 
themselves, and then they say: ‘Please 
don’t spoil our white robe; we could 
never wear it again.’ Thus, by trying 
to attach a stigma to a recall election, 
which is not there, they appeal to 
their fellow: citizens not to condemn 
them or their ‘spoils system.’ ” 

Thomas charged that “in order to 
defend the gross ingratitude of the 
city manager towards those who held 
his job for him while he was sick— 
former Ergineer Weaver and former 
Clerk Stanley—they have. put out a 
statement which is full of half truths, 
insincerity and misstatements of facts 
and figures. The ‘spoilsmen,’ Hender- 
son, Woods and Abernathy, defend 
their discharge of faithful city em- 
ployes on the ground of economy. This 
economy racket was a second thought 
to cover up the ingratitude of the city 
manager, the insincerity of their ac- 
tion of January 1, 1934, and to ap- 
pease the indignant citizens of De- 
catur.” 

Thomas said that the school budget 
for 1934 has suffered a net loss of 
$5,494.20 from that of 1933, as fol- 
lows:

Along the whole five-mile-long route 
from the Altar of Heaven to the pal- 
ace the emperor’s only audience con- 
sisted of thousands of Japanese and 
Manchukuoan soldiers, giving a stark 
and steely military effect. 

The exclusion of the public from 
the religious ceremonies and from the 
line of march robbed it of its human 
touch of popular appeal, but this was 
explained by an obsession on the part 
of military authorities that the life 
of the son of Heaven was imperilled. 

Between every three Manchuyukvwo 
soldiers, numbering at least 50,000, 
was stationed one seasoned Japanese 
trooper charged with the double re- 
sponsibility of guarding the emperor 
and watching his Manchukuo com- 
rades, 

Even newspapermen and photogra- 
phers were surrounded by armed se- 
cret service men. . 

The weather was below zero but 
clear, which courtiers interpreted as 
an auspicious omen to the reign of 
Kang Teh, 

According to the new organic law 
of the empire over which Kang Teh 
rules and which he promulgated to- 
day, sovereignty rests with the em- 
peror alone.

What is possibly the most vital 
question of all—succession to the 
throne—is dismissed vaguely in the 
organic law, which says “suecession 
to the imperial throne shall be as 
determined separately.”

ROOSEVELT IONS 


TARIFF POWERS 


President Soon To Re- 
quest Authority To Cut 
Rates Up to 50 Per Cent, 


By FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(4)— 
Congressional democratic leaders 
agreed today to try a new tariff ex- 
periment by extending authority to 
President Roosevelt to change rates by 
as much.as 50 per cent in negotiating 
agreements with other countries. 

Mr. Roosevelt will send a message 
to the capitol in the next day or so 
requesting such power to deal with 
the tariff—an issue that has been 
the firebrand of American politics tor 
years. 

Decision to force the issue at this 
session was reached at a White House 
conference late today. The president 
insisted upon action now. Democratic 
leaders tonight anticipated consider- 
able debate but were confident it. 
would not prolong the session of cone 


| gress into the summer. 


Under the tariff authority proposed 
for the president he would not have 
to deal’ through the tariff-commission. 
His new power, however, would -he 
limited to three years and he would 
not have the right to take articles off 
the free list or to put articles on the 
free list. 

Revision of the tariff has been one 
of the hardest problems of congress 
in the past years, provoking bitter 


/and long debate and partisan division. 


The new plan would permit the 
president to bargain. with other coun- 
tries separately, giving reduetions in 
tariffs in return for counter-reduce . 
tions by the other countries. 

Negotiations already are under 
way with some of the South Ameri- 
can countries for action of this kind, 


and if the president.is given the au- 


thority he asks early treaties are in 
prospect. 

A stimulation of trade relations is 
one of the objectives of the president 
in his new tariff policy, and he had

PAYING THE PIPER, 
The upward trend in municipal 


tax rates, as revealed in published. 


figures from a group of represent- 
ative American cities, emphasizes 
the extent to which the taxpayers 
of the country are now having to 
pay the piper for governmental ex- 
travagance and mismanagement. 
In this group of cities, repre- 
senting every section of the coun- 
try, the tax rates this year will be 
higher than in 1933 in the case 
of eight of the municipalities, three 
will have the same rate and five 
will have reduced rates, among the 
latter being Atlanta. | 
A comparison of the rates to be 
imposed this year in these cities 
as against those of five years ago 
further reflects the wisdom of the 
rigorous program of economy un- 
der which the Atlanta city govern- 
ment has been operated during the 
years when both private and public 
revenues were steadily declining. 
Only two of the 16 cities—At- 


lanta and New Orleans—show a de-

THE SEARCH FOR “GRAFT.” 

Whatever the results of the va- 
rious investigations into. the ex- 
pendituses and conduct of federal 
departments now going on in Wash- 
ington, these hearings are certain 
to be used as political capital in 
the congressional elections next 
fall. | 

Should facts be unearthed defi- 
nitely indicating either outright 
graft or unfair favoritism in the let- 
ting of contracts under republican 
administrations, an almost certain 
end will be put to republican hopes 
that they may regain some of the 
seats which they lost In the land- 
slide of 1932. 

The charges being presented be- 
fore the various hearings in Wash- 
ington involve both present and for- 
mer officials of the army and navy 
departments, of other departments 
and congressional leaders. Graft, 
favoritism, the consorting of high 
officials with lobbyists and the put- 
ting of improper pressure by mem- 
bers of congress upon departmental 
heads are being alleged and, in 
some instances, backed with docu- 
mentary evidence. : 

The nature of these charges of 
favor and collusion are such that 
they must be investigated fully in 
order that their accuracy or inac- 
curacy may be proven. It is im- 
possible to overlook such allega- 
tions as the charge that former Sen- 
ator Reed Smoot, iron-handed dic- 
tator of the senate under repub- 
lican rule, practically forced Comp- 
troller General McCarl to recon- 
sider his refusal to give an air mail 
contract to a line with which 
Smoot’s: son was connected. 

If proven true, these charges will 
prove that the scandals of the 
Hoover administration are little less 
sensational than those which be- 
smirched the Harding regime. 

Whatever the outcome is, the _in- 
vestigations are certain to furnish 
campaign ammunition this fall, and 
it is probable that the country, even 
after the official investigations are 
over, will continue to hear accu- 
sations based on these charges of 
malpractice. 


OVERDUE RECOGNITION. 

According to reports’ § from 
Hsinking, the capital of the new 
state of Manchukuo, the earnest 
hope is felt that the enthronement 
of Pu Yi as emperor will pave the 
way for recognition of the govern- 
ment by the United ‘States.

Al- 
bert succeeded in welding the two na- 
tions over which he ruled together, 
although it took a war to perform 
that impossibel task. The next quar- 
ter century will show whether or not 
bis handwork will endure. He.was a 
brave man, although not a great man. 
He was carried forward on the waves 
of events to a place where the eyes 
of the world were focused upon him. 
He became the symbél of the martyr- 
dom. of a people, a defender of jus- 
tice and a hero. . He was a simple 
man, a man with a great heart and 
a noble character. He had an ex- 
tremely difficult task. The traditions 
of his dynasty required of him to de- 
nationalize the Flemish people and 
turn them into Frenchmen. 

It ig Albert’s merit that he recog- 
nized that this could not be done. 
The Flemings are simply ineradicable. 
The very opposite .- ge eg than 
that which was laid down as the 
main — of the Belgian state in 
1839: the Felmings became ardent 
nationalists and clamored for a 
break-up of the kingdom. Albert met 
their challenge with a wise policy of 
leaving them to work out their own 
destiny, according to their own na- 
tional character and genius. It had 
its effect. Today the ferment is dying 
down and more and more Flemings 
are beginning to see that it will be 
possible for their people to acquire 
cultural autonomy within the frame- 
work of the Belgian state. 

No break is necessary. As in the 
days of war, a common task is now 
facing the two peoples of Belgium, 
namely, to rebnild the industrial and 
economic apparatus of the country, to 
bring back well-being and happiness 
to the hard-tried masses. In this re- 
spect Albert, the king, was an ad- 
viser and a counsellor who can ill be 
spared. All his life he was taken up 
with studying the social question, much 
more than the racial and national 
problem. He was right. That is the 
main issue confronting the little 
state. 

What policy his son, the new king, 
will pursue is not hard to foresee, 
for Belgium is still a country ruled 
by a parliament. He will follow in 
the footsteps of his father. But 
whether Leopold III can exercise the 
welding influence of Albert is doubt- 
ful. Albert had claims on the affec- 
tion of both Walloons and Flemings 
which Leopeld must still acquire. He 
comes to the throne in a_ difficult 
time. Thrones are not what they used 
to

GALL At any rate, Messrs. Peek and Tugwell were suspiciously 

friendly at that private White House gathering on foreign 
trade last Monday. They agreed on everything and got all Mr. Peek 
wanted. 

Afterward the White House issued on behalf of Mr. Peek a 
statement which one disgruntled insider described as “a modern 
duplicate of Washington’s farewell address.” 

One, section was headed: “To Agriculture,” another “To In- 
dustry,” the third “To the Public.’”’ Under each heading Mr. Peek 
told each particular class what he was going to do for it in no 
uncertain terms. ? 

It was bitter gall to the state and commerce department people, 
especially the paragraph in which Mr. Peek said he would co-ordi- 
nate all their trade business under himself. 

REASONS. The state and commerce boys have felt that it might 
be unpopular to lend more money abroad before we 
collect what they owe us now. 

The Peek people have figured a way around that objection. 
They are not going to lend money abroad. Not one dollar will ever 
leave these shores. They are merely going to give the money to 
domestic exporters and take the I. O. U. of the foreign buyers. 

That is not exactly a new scheme. It is the same method we 
used to incur some of the war debts. Great Britain, France et al 
wanted food and manufacturing products here so we financed the 
purchase, taking their 1. O. U.’s, which we still have. 

Nevertheless, the Peek-Tugwell people appear to be confident 
that it will work out differently this time and be a boon to agri- 
culture. 

It should bring an immediate improvement in the price of ex- 
portable farm commodities such as wheat. The wheat farmers have 


needed help lately. 


JOY The republicans in congress are so happy they cannot con- 
tain themselves.

The typical American of the class called “gentle’’ astonishes the 
world by his indulgent kindness to his family. : 

Yet in this, as in all other matters, he is a natural extremist, and 
often his good intentions end in weakness that does more harm than 
good. To gratify his family’s present desires he will violate his better 
judgment and give them temporary pleasure at the price of ultimate 
disaster. 

Even my limited acquaintanceship includes four men who sacrificed 
or now are sacrificing themselves to avoid displeasing their families. 

Each of them, having lost his health, was told by competent physi- 
cians that his only hope of regaining it was to quit work for a time and 
move to another climate. : 

But each one knew that his family would suffer some inconvenience 
if he elected to be “selfish.” If they migrated with him they would miss 
their friends and customary social pleasures; whether they migrated or 
remained at home, they would be forced to pinch pennies and deny 
themselves luxuries until he began to work again. 

So each man chose to do the thing that seemed generous and doomed 
himself to an early death rather than inconvenience his family. 

How cruel good intentions can be! 

If a man is needed by his family, his first duty is to save himself. If 
he realizes that he is shortening his life, and his family does not, his 
clear duty is to do the thing prompted by his.own superior judgment 
and disregard the scoffings, pleadings or poutings of those who depend 
on him. - 

Would he knowingly drive the family car into a bed of quicksand if 
his loved ones, being ignorant of the danger, urged him to do it? 

To sacrifice himself and leave them without a provider is-a greater 
wrong. For he not only shortens his life without justification, but in 
doing it to please his family he makes them responsible for his death. 

It is a manly thing to be a martyr when the cause is worthy and 
the-need great, but it isn’t manly to destroy the living of your wife and 


children because you are afraid to displease them.

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Comptroller Asks Review 
' of Decision Giving State 
Lien on National Banks. 


The supreme court of the United 
States Wednesday .was asked by J. F. 
T. O'Connor, comptroller of the cur- 
rency,-to. review by certiorari the de- 
cision of the fifth federal circuit court 
of appeals which held thatthe Georgia 
law giving the state prior lien on all 
bank assets to secure state deposits 
applies to national as well as state 
banks. 

The case.at issue.is that of John 
C. Lewis, receiver for the Hanc 
National bank, of Sparta, against the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company of 
Maryland, surety for the bank in the 
sum of $6, in state funds on de- 
posit at the institution at the time 
of its closing in 1931. 

Attorneys here have pcented out 
that if the supreme court holds the 
state does not. have a prior lien on 
the assets of the banks it will be neces- 
sary for the state to withdraw all 
funds from national banks until the 
state law can be changed by the legis- 
lature, if the legislature desires to 
change it.

Slayer of Rasputin Reveals 


How He Killed ‘Mad Monk’ 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—(#)—The grim 
story of a tragedy’ that rocked Russia 


land startled the world was‘told today 


in the tense atmosphere of a crowded 
London courtroom when Prince Cheg- 
odieff Youssoupoff related how he 
killed the sinister monk Rasputin. 


The tall, slim prince, attired in 
conventional English morning clothes, 
crisply. gave details of the slaying dur- 
ing a hearing of his wife’s suit for 
$2,000,000 damages against the Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures, Ltd., in 
which she alleges the film “Rasputin 
and the Empress” libeled her. 


“In doing what I did,” said _ the 
prince, “I thought I was acting in 
the service of my country.” 

He took the stand after the defense 
had intimated that he had not killed 
the powerful monk—the so-called force 
behind the czar—in St. Petersburg 
during the World War. 

Prince Youssoupoff, a descendant 
of the old Russian nobility, main- 
tained he slew Rasputin when the lat- 
ter. admitted he was in the pay of 
Germany and planned to seize the 
throne, It was the first time he gave 
his version of the affair on a witness 
stand. 

“Did you determine that in the in- 
terest of your country Rasputin should 
die?” Sir Patrick Hastings, a leading 
British attorney, asked him. 

“Yes,” said the witness, “because I 
thought he was a danger to my coun-

75,000 Lose Jobs on Farms 
In Georgia, Says McConnell

Effort Made to Refer 
Controversy to Regional 
Labor Board. 


By ROBERT BUNNELLE. 

ROME, Ga., Feb. 28.—(#)—Oppos- 
ing factions in the three-month old 
Southern Co-Operative Foundry strike, 
in which troops have been asked to 
preserve order, took their first step 
toward a settlement today by confer- 
ring with representatives of Governor 
Talmadge giving hope for mediation 
without intervention by the military. 

After conferences with E. E. Lind- 
sey of the state board of control, Ad- 
jutant General Lindley W. Camp and 
A. Steve Nance, Atlanta labor leader. 
who made an investigation of the 
situation at the request of the gover- 
the strikers’ committee agreed 
to lay their case before the regional 
labor board for arbitration. 


The same proposal to leave the set- 
tlement to the labor board after a 
hearing of both sides of the case was 
made to the foundry officials who 
promised the governor's representa- 
tives they would let them know their 
decision on itein a few days. Adju- 
tant General Camp and Nance return- 
ed to Atlanta to await the reply. If 
favorable, a date for a hearing will 
be fixed and the whole matter aired 
before the labor board. 

Meanwhile, the situation remained 
unchanged and those in touch with 
the case regarded it unlikely troops 
would be called out unless there is 
some drastic show of violence. 

Jesse Perrien, Emmett Park and 
Grover Bunch, the committee for the 
strikers, explained their side of the 
gituntion today. They contended that 
after na settlement of a general strike 
of all Rome foundries, the Southern 
Co-Operative was left with an unfa- 
vorable wage differential although the 
other foundry strikes -were settled. 

Other foundries, they said, were 
paying Rome workers from $4,50 to 
6.7% per day on an average where 
they were left with an average of 
around $3.60. 


In addition to this grievance, they 
«harged, the Southern Co-operative 
now has refused to_take back on duty 
two members of the strike commit- 
tee. The foundry officials, the repre- 
sentatives of the governor said, con- 
tended that the question of re-employ- 
ing the two committee members was 
the paramount one in the way of 
settlement of the strike. They charged 
that they did not wish to re-employ 
the two men in question because of a 
tendency toward “agitation.” 

Meanwhile, the strikers have been 
picketing the foundry, which ordi- 
narily employs from 100 to 150 men, 
day and night. Tents have been set 
up outside the foundry, where the 
pickets stay, refusing to permit ehip- 
ment of repair parts or other stock 
from the foundry. Monday, an at- 
tempt to send out a carload of parcel 
post packages resulted in a clash be- 
tween pickets and foundry officials. 
The entire police force was called 
out, but the strikers, ignoring their 
presence, lifted the automobile which 
was to have been used to move the 
paris bodily and carried it to the 
other side of the road, tossing the 
packages back in:the foundry. Strik. 
ers charged a foundry official wielded 
a pipe on one of their number, but 
any acts of serious violence initiated 
by foundry officials were denied by 
J. Bailey Gordon, secretary-treasurer. 

It was after this clash that Rome 
officials asked that troops be sent to 
the scene because of a “riotous” at- 
Strikers denied that they 
ever used violence in preventing move- 
ment of the parcel post packages or 
that they ever planned to doao.

MORE DATA ASKED 
ON CANAL PLANS 


Public Hearing Will Be 
Held on Adverse Report 
of Special Board. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—In no- 
tices sent out today to members of the 
Georgia delegation in congress and 
other interested persons the United 
States army board of engineers in- 
vited further data on the proposed 
ship or barge canal from the Atlantic 
to the Gulf of Mexico across Georgia 
and Florida. The additional data was 
requested with a view of holding a 
public hearing on the recent adverse 
report filed by a special board of the 
army engineering corps if proponents 
of the project desire. 

Interest in the major project has 
waned somewhat, however, since the 
recent announcement of President 
Roosevelt that, based on the initial 
report, he considered -the cost of a 
ship canal prohibitive. 

While the president did not ex- 
press himself on the less expensive 
proposal for a barge canal the en- 
gineering report made public today 
for the first time reveals that an un- 
favorable recommendation was made 
against the barge route from the 
mouth of the St. Mary’s river in 
Georgia to Carra Belle, Fla., on the 
Gulf. This is the route for both a 
barge and ship canal as urged by the 
Georgia canal commission, headed by 
T. Guy Woolford, of Atlanta. 

Board’s Findings. 

The special board, whose findings 
are subject to review by the full army 
board and its chief, Major General 
Edward M. Markham, determined that 
the “most practical and economical 
route” for either a ship or a barge 
eanal was that following the St. 
John’s river in Florida from the At- 
lantic to Palatka and then in a gen- 
eral westerly direction to the Gulf 
near the mouth of the Wichlacoocree 
river in Florida. In all the special 
board considered some 28 different 
routes across both Georgia and Flori- 
da, it was said. 

Construction cost figures were not 
included in the copies of the report 
sent members of congress today but 
it is known that the special board 
estimated the cost of a ship canal at 
$223,000.000 and that-of a barge ca- 
nal at $39,000,000, both along the 
Florida route named. President Roose- 
velt, at the time he ordered a sutr- 
vey of the canal situation out of pub- 
lic works funds, was under the im- 
pression that a ship canal could be 
constructed for around $100,000,000 
to $150,000.000. He was quick to dis- 
approve the project when the more 
excessive costs figures were devel- 
oped. 

Whether in view of the president’s 
attitude on the major project and the 
findings of the special board there 
is any chance that the lesser project 
may yet be adopted remains to be 
seen. Officials of the army board 
nevertheless held out the prospect to- 
day of further hearings on the subject 
and solicited.additional data from any 
one desiring to ask for a review. 

Congress Given Report. 

After citing the various acts and 
orders under which the recent survey 
was undertaken the board furnished 
members of congress with the follow- 
ing report on the two projects: 

*An intracoastal waterway exists or 
has been authorized along the gulf 
coast from the Mississippi river to 
Carra Belle, Fla. The report of the 
special board therefore consider the 
feasibility and advisability of a water- 
way across Georgia and-or Florida to 
connect the existing Atlantic intra- 
coastal waterway at Cumberland 
sound with the Gulf intracoastal wa- 
terway at Carra Belle, Fla. A water- 
way consisting of a ship canal from 
the Atlantic ocean to the Gulf witb 
its termini connected by barge canals 
to the existing intracoastal waterways 
is considered, as well as an all-barge 
canal. 

“The special board has. considered 
28 different routes across both Geor- 
gia and Florida. The routes offering 
the most promise of engineering and 
ecnomic justification for either a 
barge or a ship canal have been sur- 
veyed in detail. 

“The special board states that the 
most practical and economic® route 
for a ship canal/has been determined 
to be that folowing the St. John’s 
river, Florida, from the Atlantic ocean 
to about Palatka, Fla., thence in a 
general westerly direction to the Gulf 
of Mexico, near the mouth. of the 
Withlacoochee river, Florida. 

“The special board states that the 
most practical and economical route 
for an all-barge caanl has been de- 
termined to be along the same general 
alignment as that selected for a ship 
canal, following more closely existing 
improved or natural waterways. From 
the gulf terminus at the mouth of the 
Withlachoochee river the route — ex- 
tends to the eastern terminus of the 
existing gulf intracoastal waterway at 
Carra Belle along the coast, located 
a sufficient distance inland from the 
shore line to afford adequate protec- 
tion against open seas in. rough 
weather. 

“The special board finds that for 
either a ship or barge canal, the an- 
nual charges of the United States 
would greatly exceed the estimated an- 
nual savings and concluded that a 
waterway connecting the existing At- 
lantic intracoastal waterway at Cum- 
berland sound with the eastern end 
(Carra Belle, Fla.) of the gulf in- 
tracoastal waterway extending east- 
erly from the Mississippi river is not 
economically justified at this time and 
recommends that the construction 
thereof be not undertaken by the 
United States. 

“In accordance with law, the report 
has been referred to the board of en- 
gineers for rivers and harbors for con- 
sideration and recommendation. It 
having come to the notice of the boar: 
that you have expressed an interest 
in the proposed improvement. you are 
advised that you have the right to ap- 
peal from the adverse conclusions of 
the special board to this board with- 
in a period of 30 days from the date 
of this notice. Any statements or 
arguments bearing upon the necessity 
for the improvements in the ‘interests 
of commerce and navigation should be 
addressed to ‘the board of engineers 
for rivers and harbors, Room 2848, 
Munitions building, Washington, D. 
C.’ Should a hearing be desired, this 
can be arranged by correspondence 
with the board.” 


Stronger Defense 
Sought in France 


PARIS, Feb. 28.—(#)}—France’s 
new program to strengthen its land, 
air and sea forces gathered momentum 
teday with a proposal for construc- 
tion of a new “man of war” of 26.- 
000 tons, an answer to Germany’s 
10.000-ton “pocket” battleships. 

This government-sponsored plan 
was placed before the navy committee 
of the chamber of deputies, along 
with proposals for two additional sub- 
marines and a torpedo destroyer. 

The new cruiser would be a virtual 
twin of the 26-500-ton Dunkergue, 
now under construction. 

Meanwhile, Marshal Henri Petain, 
minister of war, went before the army 
committee and outlined plans to 
strengthen land forces and improve 
war supplies, including munitions.

EDUCATORS ASK BODY 
FOR SOCIAL PLANNING 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 28.—() 
The creation of a speeial council for 
national social-economic planning was 
urged upon President Roosevelt today 
in a resolution adopted by several 
thousand of the country’s most prom- 
inent educators. : 

The educators, attending the Na- 
tional Education Association’s depart- 
ment of superintendence convention 
also went on record urging the fed- 
eral government to provide financial 
aid for the nation’s public school sys- 
tem. It specified, however, that fed- 
eral control of the schools should be 
avoided. ; 

A program asking federal financial 
aid already has been presented to the 
government, asking approximately half 
a billion dollars. Biggest items in the 
program are 00,000,000 to $400,- 
000,000 for division among all schools 
of the nation on a basis of approxi- 
mately $11 for each student enrolled, 
and an additional $10,000,000 to be 
distributed among schools according 
to their actual deficiencies. 

The complete report of the conven- 
tion’s committee on resolutions, pre- 
sented by Chairman KE. EB. Oberholt- 
zer, newly-selected president of the 
department, was approved by the dele- 
gates without opposition, 


SOLONS ASK LEGISLATION _— 
FOR SCHOOL FINANCING 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(4)— 
Refinancing of school indebtedness 
through the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion was urged before a house banking 
subcommittee today by Representative 
Terry, democrat, Arkansas, and How- 
ard A. Dawson, of Little Rock, di- 
rector of research of the Arkansas 
department of education, : 
Terry told the committee that while 
CWA relief funds helped out im an 
emergency in Arkansas, actually they 
had tended to “disrupt” the system 
there and had “turned the schools into 
relief agencies.” : 
Dawson said “refinancing school in- 
debtedness at points where the credit 
burden is excessive would help mate- 
rially to keep schools functioning in 
a normal way.”

Three Press Services Will Tp 


Co-operate in Giving Two 
Periods Daily. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—()}—A_ 
new system of news broadcasting, de« 
Signed to give radio stations the bene= 
fit of a carefully selected and edited 
resume of the events of the day and 
at the same time to protect newspa- 
pers from wnauthorized use of their 
news, will go into effece throughout 
the United States tomorrow.. 

The plan, worked out by publish- 
ers, representatives of press assocife - 
tions and of broadeasting organiza- 
tions, calls for two five-minute news 
broadcasts at 9:30 a.m. and 9 p. m, 
standard time, in the city in which the 
broadcasting station is located. Each 
broadcast will be for a period of five 
minutes and will consist of the cream 
of the news gathered by the Associate 
ed Press, the United Press and the 
International News Service, the three 
largest press associations. 

All Stations Eligible. 

Every broadcasting station in the 
country is eligible to participate in 
the. dissemination of the news report 
under the plan worked out by the 
press-radio bureau of the publishers’ 
national radio committee. «-This 
bureau, with headquarters in New 
York and with James W. Barrett, ex- 
perienced newspaperman, in’ charge, 
was organized by the _ publishers, 
broadcasters and press associations, 

To the bureau and to the broadcast- 


ing of news, each of the three ele- 


ments is making a contribution. Each 
of the three press associations gives 
a copy of its report; the publishers _ 
consent to the broadcasting of news — 
which belongs to them and their wire 
services, and the broadcasting stations 
pay the expense of operating the bu- 
rean and of distributing the news 
among themselves. The bureau is to 
be operated on a co-operative basis, 
the expenses allotted among the sta- 
tions participating. 
Selection of News. 

The bureau, under Barrett's direc- 
tion, will select from the whole report 
of the three associations the most im- 
portant and interesting news and con- 
dense it inte a report suitable for a 
five-minute broadcast. The broadcast 
in the morning is to be made up of 
news distributed to morning papers, 
and the night broadcast from news 
sent to afternoon papers. 

In addition to the two regularly 
scheduled broadeasts, the bureau will 
provide the participating stations 
with brief bulletins—not over 30 
words each—on outstanding events, 
These may be broadcast at any time, 
and will be, in effect, an “extra” edi- 
tion of the radio news program. The 
type of news to be handled in this 
manner is the sort published in extra 
editions of newspapers. 

Means of Dissemination. 

The news to be broadcast will be 
sent to the -National Broadcasting 
Company and the Columbia Broad- 
casting System over automatic tele- 
graph machines. To other stations it 
will be sent tolls collect by commercial 
telegraph at press rates. 

The plan was designed to eliminate 
the confusion and controversies in- 
volving publishers and broadcasters 
and marks the first effort to put radio 
news on an organized basis in the 
United States. 

The Columbia Broadcasting System 
today set 10:30 a.m. and 11:15 p. m. 
eastern standard time, daily except 
Sundays, for the two broadcasts over 
its chain stations in the eastern and 
central time zones. Stations of the 
Columbia chain in the mountain and 
Pacific time zones, it was indicated, 
probably would make their own ar 
rangements, either singly or in groups 

The National Broadcasting Comes 
pany announced the following sched- 
ule in which all times given are east- 
ern standard: 

WEAF or red chain, 10:30 a.m, 
on week days, except Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, when it will be at 10:45 
a.m. and 11:15 p. m. except Sundays, 

WJZ or blue chain, 10:45 a.m. 
daily except Sundays, and 11:15 p. m., 
except Wednesdays, when it will 
at 11:45 p.m., and on Saturdays, 
when it will be at 11:30 p.m. 

Both networks will give news broad- 
casts at 11 a.m. on Sundays. — 

The national day broadcasts will go 
to the eastern and central time zones, 
while the night broadcast is to include 
the mountain time zone. Pacific time 
stations are ‘making their own ar- 
rangement.

MUST STAY IN PEN 


Repeal of prohibition is not retro- 


active, and will not affect offenders 
who had begun sentences for its viola- 


tion prior to November 6, Judgé Es 
Marvin Underwood, of federal district 


court, ruled Wednesday in the Ervin 
Ellerbee case. 

Ellerbee was sentenced at Tampa 
for violation of the prohibition law 
and entered the federal prison here 
on November 2. He asked for a writ 
of habeas corpus, contending that he 
could not further serve time for viola- 
tion of a statute which had been nul- 
lified, 

Judge Underwood held that. recent 
supreme court decisions applied only 
to pending cases. He quoted from the 
decision in the Chambers and Gibson 
case which explained that the high 
court “was not dealing with cases 
where the final judgment was ren- 
dered prior to ratification.” 

Judge Underwood directed that 43 
pending cases involving 61 prohibition 
offenders be nolle prossed on the 
ground that they were pending cases. 
Authorization to nolle prosse them 
had been given in a letter to the dis- 
trict attorney from the attorney-gen- 
eral. Some of these involved con- 
spiracy. 


DOYAL TURNED DOWN 
ON $1,000 ROME FEE 


The court of appeals Wednesday 
held that Paul H. Doyal, chairman 
of the state revenue commission, can- 
not collect $1,000 from the city of 
Rome for drawing a new charter for 
the city while he was serving as its 
city attorney.

THE JUMP OVERCALL. 
There is a type of defensive over- 
call known as jump overcall. This is 
purely a defensive weapon. The jump 
overcall is what its name implies—a 
bid of one or more tricks more than 
necessary to overcall an adverse open- 
ing bid. Thus if opponents open the 
bidding with one club and you over- 
call with two spades, this is a jump 
overcall. The bid is not a strength- 
showing bid, but. is made with the 
same purpose as that governing the 
simple overcall, only with the jump 
overcall the distribution of the hand 
and possible lack of honor strength 
appear to make imperative more dras- 
tic action. The same safety rule is 
followed in making a jump overcall as 
in making a simple overcall. When 
you. make this bid your partner and 
both adversaries wiil appreciate the 
fact that it is not a showing of great 
‘strength, but of defensive weakness. 
Even with full knowledge of this your 
adversaries eannot regain the lost 
rounds of bidding which you have tak- 
en away from them. Your partner 
infers from this bid that you have a 
sound, playable suit, probably of great 
length, at which quite probably a 
paying sacrifice may be taken. The 
added protection necessary to make 
a jump overcall safe is usually found 
in the trump suit itself. Basically 
jump overcalls belong to the same 
category of bids as opening pre-emp- 
tive bids, but ordinarily are not as 
strong in playing-strength as, for in- 
stamce, opening three- or four-bids, 
because the exigencies of the situation. 
after opponents have opened the bid- 
ding, may suggest the wisdom of more 
drastic action.

MAN SENTENCED

Harlan H. Chapman, alias Joe Smi- 
ley, was ordered freed Wednesday 
from a penitentiary sentence he had 
been serving for the alleged slaying 
of Alfrd Reddish during a schoolyard 
fight nearly a half-century ago.

He was indicted and convicted at 
Reidsville, Ga., where the Reddish 
boy was slain when the town: had the 
name of Glennville. His conviction of 
voluntary manslaughter was followed

Qn October 28, 1933, about six 
months after starting his sentence, 
Chapman escaped from the Tattnall 
county farm, but surrendered a few 
days later and was transferred to the 
state prison farm at Milledgeville.

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Safety Drive Increases in 
Intensity; Out of City 
Motorists Warned. . 


With an increase of one in auto 
deaths for the month of February over 
the same period of 1933, Atlanta po- 
lice and’the Atlanta Motor Club Wed- 
nesday redoubled their efforts to curb 
reckless and careless driving in At- 
lanta as the safety campaign took on 
a state-wide aspect in making Atlan- 
ta’s streets safe. 

A plea to the entire state for co- 
operation in the campaign was issued 
by Jack Strouss, secretary of the At- 
lanta Motor Club. 

Six persons were killed in accidents 
in February of this year while only 
five «died of eutomobile injuries dur- 
ing the same period of 1933, he said. 
Eleven have been killed since the first 
of the year. 

Strouss said that he had received 
notice Wednesday of some 10 or 15 
violations by autoists living in other 
(seorzgia towns and asserted that he 
would write them letters pointing out 
the failure to observe the city ordi- 
nances, 

“Some of the out-of-town drivers 
evidently broke the law simply by not 
knowing it,” Strouss said, “but five 
cases of reckless driving were report- 
ed. We will let these motorists know 
of our campaign of safety and will 
request the co-operation of the entire 
state in making the streets of Atlanta 
safe,” 

Meanwhile city police and the traf- 
fie squad, under the direction of Cap- 
tain Jack Malcom, continned making 
cases ngainst all violators in the city 
and the, recorder’s courts during the 
day were crowded with traffic cases. 

The campaign being waged is de- 
signed to curb reckless and careless 
driving which has already this year 
claimed 11 lives lost in accidents, 
many of which would easily have been 
averted by observations of regulations, 
traffic policemen said. 

Seven cases of traffie violations 
were made Wednesday by police in 
connection with seven accidents, in 
which only two persons were injured.

“Relief funds, therefore, will be ex- 
pended on behalf of rural families in 
a manner and to an extent that will 
enable them to achieve self support.

two days before he became fatally ill 
on July 27, 1933. 

While she was staking her life\on 
her story that she was going to mar 
Maull in Washington August. 8, 1933, 
after turning Kennedy down, the 
Philadelphia Bulletin today quoted 
Captain Maull in Lewes as saying: 
“No word of marriage ever passed be- 
tween us.” 

“Tf she wants to use my name to 
help herself in this situation, well, 
I don’t intend to do anything about 
it. We were certainly never engaged,” 
The Bulletin quoted Maull. 

Uninformed of The Bulletin inter- 
view, Dr. Dean went smiling and un- 
shaken through a stiff cross-examina- 
tion of her marriage plans, producing 
more than 140 letters from Maull and 
placing them before the court as a 
co-exhibit with the 145 love letters 
she received from Dr. Kennedy. | 

“It was an unfortunate situation, 
but I loved two men,” she said siff- 


“Were you going to marry two 
men?’ Special Prosecutor Fred Witty 
shot at the witness. 

“No; just one,” she replied. 

Rebutting state testimony that Ken- 
nedy on his deathbed had charged her 
with poisoning him with bicholoride of 
mercury contained in a drink of 
whisky during a midnight tryst at the 
Kennedy clinic on July 27, Dr. Dean 
flatly denied the charge. 

“I was at home, sewing on my 
trousseau to marry Captain Maull 
on the night of July 27,” she said. 

A smart navy blue hat, worn “off 
the face,”” showed a few gray hairs in 
the jet-black hair of the 36-year-old 
defendagt as she testified. Her face 
was pale and devoid of make-up, bat 
she kept a smile on her face througli: 
out her second day on the witness 
stand. 

“Why isn’t Captain Maull her to 
testify for you in this trial?” asked 
Prosecutor itty. 

“He was here two weeks ago,” said 
Dr. Dean. 

“Why didn’t he stay here?” — 

“His mother was very, very ill. He 
had to return home.” 

When she testified that her arrest 
for Kennedy's death had prevented her 
meeting Maull in the east for their 
wedding and that she had so wired 
him. Defense Attorney Dick Denman 
asked :

' Deseribing Kennedy as a “steady 
drinker” for several months before his 
death, Dr. Dean said that when she 
last saw him on July 25 “he had been 
drinking and was terribly depressed 
and so nervous he had to stop the car 
to light a cigaret.” 

“When I heard he was ill, I was 
not particularly concerned—lI thought 
a just getting off a spree,” she 
said. 

A letter from Kennedy read into 
the record by defense counsel, dated 
July 20, 1 said: “What you told 
me is about to run me crazy. You 
must believe me and reconsider.” 

Forty-one of the Maull love letters 
were formally offered in evidence and 
the approximately 100 others merely 
identified without being read.

Text of the veto message follows: 
To the General Couneil, City of At-

Gentlemen: 

I am returning without approval 
the finance sheet, as amended,adopt- 
ed February 26, 1934, also resolution 
by Alderman Millican, providing for 
the release of 30 per cent of city 
revenues from January 1 to Feb- 
ruary 15 to the public schools ac- 
count, also resolution introduced by 
the fingmce committee providing for

The finance sheet as amended can- 
not be approved by me, for the rea- 
son that it has some of the vices 
that have appeared in the finance 
sheets heretofore disapproved, viz., 
it exceeds in the amount of $106, 

(if not more) the anticipated receipts 
of the city for the year. 

_The sheets that I have heretofore 
disapproved contained an over-antici- 
pation of more than a half million 
dollars. This sheet is a great im- 
provement over those sheets, and 
shows a disposition of the general 
council to accept the stern facts as 
ey are and deal with them accord- 
ing y in order to meet the situation 
fairly and be in position to command 
credit from the banks, which the city 
gravely needs at this time, and it

The effort to take this amount 
rom the interest account is impos- 
sible.

budget commission. Also, it is well 
understood that the reserves for pen- 
sions in the general pension fund 
and in the firemen’s fund are now 
practically exhausted.

Also, it is the past experience of 
the city that emergencies will and 
do arise which have to be met 
promptly, and, unless there is some 
fund which can be drawn upon to 
meet it, it leaves the finances of the 
city in an unbalanced condition. 


This invasion of the funds of the 
interest account and appropriating 
it to the school department is mere- 
ly a juggling with figures. The 
money will have to be replaced in 
the interest account, and it will 
have to be replaced there at the ex- 
pense of the other employes of the 
city. There i¢é no escape from that, 
and I will not approve a sheet made 
on any such basis. 

As to the resolutions passed. there 
are two answers to them. One is 
that the 30 per cent of revenue go- 
ing to schools, under the charter of 
the city, has already been exceeded. 
The schools are entitled to nothing 
up to February 15, on account of 
the 30 per cent of revenues. It re- 
quires all of the revenues that have 
come in on the school account, even 
including insurance on a building 
destroyed by fire, to balance their 
account at the present time, 

Financial Condition. 

The statement of the comptroller 
that there was money in the treas- 
ury from which the last half of Jan- 
uary salaries could be paid merely 
meant that there were sufficient 
funds of all kinds, and if those funds 
are paid to the school department 
the other employes will have to go 
without. 

The other answer to the whole 
matter is this: The school depart- 
ment has not submitted a budget, and 
funds cannot be legally paid out to 
the schovls without a budget, and the 
law provides that in making this 
budget funds must be set up to pay 
the teachers and all officials and em- 
ployes of the school department for 
one calendar year, and it is my busi- 
ness to see that this is done before 
I approve the budget. The opinion 
given by the city attorney to the 
school department seems to havé 
overlooked this provision. I am quot- 
ing from the acts of 1929, page 822: 

“The budget (of the school depart- 
ment) so adopted, shall set apart suf- 
ficient funds to pay for the entire 
calendar year all salaries of teachers. | 
instructors and other officials, and 
the funds so set apart shall not be 
diverted or used for other purposes 
during such year.” 

Unless a budget is submitted. and 
unless that budget sets up funds for 
the payment of salaries, as provided 
in the Act, for the full calendar year, 
it is my opinion that I cannot legally 
approve the budget, nor make pay- 
ments to the schools. 

Urges 

This situation can be met very 
promptly by the school department 
by submitting a budget. If I disap- 
prove the budget, they can override 
the veto and, if the veto is not over- 
ridden, provision is made by statute 
as to how the schools shall be car- 
ried on. 

I regret exceedingly that there 
should be any further delay in pay- 
ing the school teachers, and I am

Proposal To Ask for 
Roosevelt’s War Debt 
Plans Is ‘Pigeon-Holed.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—()— 
Within an hour today the senate pass- 
ed the long-pending administration 
measure to forbid arms shipments to 
warring nations, pigeon-holed a pro- 
posal which asked information on 
President Roosevelt’s war debt plans, 
and tried vainly to reach an agree- 
ment to vote on the controversial St. 
Lawrence waterway treaty with 
Canada. 

The arms embargo bill, requested by 
President Roosevelt and passed by the 
house last session, was approved with- 
out a word of debate. All objections 


ban impartially against all parties to 
an international dispute. The bouse 
has yet to approve this change before 
the bill goes to the White House. 

As originally framed it would have 
authorized the executive, in concert 
with other nations, to bar arms and 
munitions to one country involved in 
a conflict with another. This led to 
odjections on the ground it would per- 
mit the United States to take sides 
and compromise its neutrality. 

Shortly before passage of the arms 
bill, Senator Robinson, republican, In- 
diana, and Senator Robinson, demo-

The St. Lawrence treaty vame up 
when Senator Lewis, democrat, Illi- 
nois, an opponent of ratification, ask- 
ed Chairman Pittman of the foreign 
relations committee, in charge of the 
administration pro-treaty forces, if he 
was ready to set a date for a vote. 

Pittman presented a unanimous 
consent agreement to limit debate 
March 13, and to vote not later than 
6 p. m. March 14, but Senator Me- 
Nary, of Oregon, the minority leader, 
objected to such an agreement on the 
ground that too many senators were 
absent from the chamber. 

Conflicting? views on whether Pres- 
ident Roosevelt wants an early vote 
on the pact have been emanating from 
senate sources. Some say Mr. Roose- 
velt wants an early showdown. Oth- 
ers, who feel the necessary two-thirds 
majority for ratification is still lack- 
ing by half a dozen votes or more, say 
the president may decided to postpone 
a decision until next session rather 
than risk defeat on the question before 
the elections.

The. pictures “are graded by the 
committee on quality, and suitability 
for various groups, mature, general, 
high school or juvenile. These. grad- 
ings are published in the newspapers 
of the city. The pictures of which 
the committee disapproves are ignored 
in their reports, which they have 
found far more effective in discour- 
azing bringing such pictures to the 


city than any agitation against them. 


The best pictures are sponsored by 
the committee. which gives attendance 
parties for their initial runs and 
through its telephone department com- 
municates its recommendation to ev- 
ery organized group in the city, which 
in turn notifies others.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams 


By H. A. Carter. 


BLUE DARTERS. 


Of all the hawks in Georgia, there 
are but two species detrimental to 
bird life. They are collectively known 
as the blue darters, one being the 
Cooper’s hawk, or big blue darter, 
and the other being the sharp-shinned 
hawk, or little blue darter. Needless 
to say, these are the only species that 
must be kept under control, for the 
other hawks make their food in the 
main from field mice and similar eco- 
nomically undesirable rodents. 

These are beautiful birds, although 
eruel by nature. They are much alike 
as to plumage in adult stage, and the 
two must be side by side to dis- 
tinguish them except for size. Coop- 
er’s hawk is from 18 to 20 inches 
long, while the sharp shin is about 
eight inches shorter, full grown. There 
is a corresponding difference in wing 
spread. 

One description will suffice for the 
two species, then. The back and up- 
per wings are slate blue. The crown 
of the head is darker. There is a light 
spot on the nape, extending toward 
the sides of the neck. The breast is 
barred transversely with brownish red 
over white, this pattern extending 
onto the feathers of the thigh. The 
tail is barred tranversely with four 
dark bands, the last being subterminal 
and wider than the others. The legs 
are brilliant yellow and the claws are 
black, The eye is red, with a black 
pupil. 

I have seen only one nest that I 
could know definitely was the nest of 
either of these species. It was a 
Cooper’s hawk, and it nested high 
in a dead pine. The nest was typical, 
I suppose, being made of small sticks 
and twigs, without a lining so far as 
I could tell. There is said to be four 
or five eggs as a general thing. 

The first Cooper’s hawk I ever saw 
was breasting the advance squall of 
a thunderstorm below me in a valley. 
It caught the wind and was lifted 
bodily toward the gray clouds rolling 
up the valley, a gray spot toward a 
gray mass, until it was lost to view. 
If I had been able to get a motion 
picture of that sight, and could show 
it to you, I am sure that it would re- 
main with you for years to come. It 
has been 12 years or more since that 
afternoon, but I am never in danger 
of forgetting it. I had known the 
sharp shin for some time when I saw 
this hawk, and the size took my 
breath until I remembered the identi- 
cal plumages of the two.

There was nothing especially de- 
pressing to bonds in the news. Steel 
and electric power outputs recorded 
substantial increases and car loadings, 
despite exceptional weather conditions, 
apparently were more than holding 
their own. 


February established a record for 
bond activity in that month with a 
total turnover of around $400,000,- 
000, par value. With the exception 
of December 27, 1919, this month 
also had the heaviest two-hour ses- 
sion on Saturday, February 3, with 
a volume of $17,426.000. The average 
gain for the month, however, was 
only 1.9 points. - 

Although rail liens yielded much 
of their advance in today’s transac- 
tions, they still finished well ahead 
of the other groups. Among the best 
of the carrier issues were some of 
Baltimore & Ohio, Colorado & 
Southern, Louisville & Arkansas and 
Denver & Rio Grande. 

The utilities finished little better 
than even, 

United States government securi- 
ties were quiet and moderately lower, 
not much vitality was shown by for- 
eign obligations.
